Indian camp at the exposition, talked 
Sunday concerning the outbreak of the 
Minnesota Indians. Geronimo was for 
years one of the most 
troublesome 


.Indians in the country. He is now 
about 70 years of age, was born in 
New Mexico, and as a boy was a herd- 
,er for Spanish ranchers. When about 
21 years old he thought he had been 
•wronged by the whites. 
Prom that 


time until his final surrender to Gen. 
Miles in 1SS6 he was almost continu- 
ously on the warpath. Geronimo was 
told that some of the Minnesota In- 
dians had gone 
to 
war. 
He 
said, 


through an interpreter: 


"The Minnesota Indians 
will 
see 


that they have made a great mistake 
in going on the warpath. When I say 
that the Minnesota Indians have made 
a mistake. I know whereof I speak. 
From long experience, both in war and 
peace. I know that it is better to sub- 
mit to great wrongs than to fight the 
United States." 


1NDIAXS STILL HOLDING OUT. 


Gen. Bacon Gives Them One More Day 


to Yield. 


Minneapolis, Minn., 
Oct. 10.—Late 


last night the men who attended the 
council with the Indians Ht the Leech 
Lake agency returned to Walker and 
reported that nothing had been ac- 
complished. 
Gen. Bacon, 
Col. Har- 


bach, Agent Sutherland and Marshal 
•O'Conner were on hand, but none of 
the leading men of the different bands 
was present, nor any one who could 
act with authority. 


The conclusion is that those who did 


attend were simply there to gain time, 
while the Indians were preparing to 
fight. At the close of the council, the 
time of which was largely taken up 
with addresses and protestations of 
peaceful inclinations on the part of the 
Indians, Gen. Bacon told them that he 
-would meet them and 
others 
who 


might wish to be on hand for the last 
time today. 


There are probably three times as 


many bucks at Bear Island now as 
participated in last 
week's fighting. 


Saturday scores of Indian families ar- 
rived at the agency in their canoes, 
claiming to be peaceful. 
Today every 


one of the bucks has disappeared. 
They have doubtless gone 
to 
Bear 


Island to help in repulsing the troops, 
as the Indians believe they will be 
able to do, when Marshal O'Conner 
carries out his purpose to make the. 
arrests. 


It is asserted that if the advance of 


the troops is delayed the Indians have 
agreed among themselves to attack 
the detachment at the agency, drive it 
from the reservation if possible, and 
"keep all whites thereafter from the 
reservation. 
Men coming into Walker 


report thai many Indians have been 
seen hurrying toward Bear Island and 
that women and children are fleeing 
toward the north.

-National Guard are now being perfected. 
Adjutant General Boardman says the 
work will be done as fast as the' First. 
Second and Third Wisconsin volunteers 
are mustered out of service. The First 
will probably be reorganized early ii; 
November, the Second some time in '.Dc 
cember and the Third regiment, which 
has just been ordered home from Porto 
Rico, will probably not be reorganized 
into state troops before next February, 
because the regiment will not be muster- 
ed out until January. 


"Our plans have not all been fixed." 


said the general, "but we propose to re 


"* organize as soon as possible. 
It will' 


•-. be necessary to first have the 
regiments 


"• mustered out of the United States ser- 


vice, of course, before wo can reorgan- 
ize as .National guard, but as I undo" 
stand it tho First regiment will be mus- 
tered out about October 19, and we can 
then begin work at once. 
As soon as 


the Second and Third have been mus- 
tered out we will have those regiments 
back into the state service. 


Companies to Be Liirger 


"The National guard will again be or- 


ganized under the present state law. 
making sixty-eight men to a company! 
There will be four regiments in the 
state, as there were before the war-with 
Spain. Wo propose to issue a letter 
asking all tho old companies to reenter 
the service, and all the former men who 
belonged to the guard will have an op- 
portunity to come back, if they desire. 
The companies as they are now'have the 
strength of 108 men', but as many will 
not want to join the National guard we 
will be able to make up companies as 
the law now provides with sixty eight 
men and still not crowd anybody out of 
the service.

QUEEREST HOUSE IN ENGLAND 


It Is Trlantfalar in Shape and TyplUti 


the Trinity. 


The most peculiar house in the Unit- 


ed Kingdom is a small triangular build- 
ing erected about 300 years ago at 
RusLton, in Northamptonshire, by Sir 
Thomas Tresham, a fervent Roman 
Catholic, who is 
supposed 
to have 


wished by his 
design to typify the 


Trinity. 
The house is all threes, each 


o£_ its three sides being exactly 33 feet 
4 "inches—that is, 33 1-3 feet in length. 
There are three stories, each has three 
windows on each oE the three sides, 
and each of the windows in two of the 
three stories is in the shape ?!. a tre- 
foil—the three-leaved shamrock. The 
panes of glass are 
all triangles, or 


three-sided. In each of the other win- 
dows there are twelve panes of glass, 
in three fours. Theve are three gables 
on each side rising from the eaves, and 
from the center, where the roofs meet, 
rises a three-sided chimney, surmount- 
ed by a three-sided pyramid, termin- 
ating in a large trefoil. 
The smoke 


escapes 
from this chimney by three 


round holes on each of the three sides. 
On the top of each gable is a three- 
sided pyramid covered with a trefoil. 
The building is also covered with in- 
scriptions and carvings. 
Three Latin 


inscriptions, one on each of the three 
sides, have thirty-three letters in each. 
Three angles on ea«h side bear shields. 
Over the door is a Latin inscription of 
three words, meaning, "There are three 
that bear record." 
Inside the house 


each corner is cut off from each of the 
three main rooms, so that on each 
floor there are three three-sided apart- 
ments.

Madrid, Oct. 10.—Sagasta is at. last 


becoming reconciled to the eventual 
loss of the Philippines, although it is 
a most bitter disappointment to the 
queen regent and the cabinet, for until 
"Wednesday the secret hope had been 
cherished by the premier that Spanish 
diplomacy might prevail upon France. 
Germany and other powers to exert 
their, influence to withdraw the final 
settlement of the Philippine question 
from the Paris commission and refer 
it to an international conference—that 
is, in case the United States should in- 
sist upon anything- more in the archi- 
pelago than a port and a coaling sta- 
tion. 


These hopes have now vanished, for 


it is stated on good authority that the 
French foreign office, being sounded 
on the subject, expressed most cour- 
teous and genuine sympathy, but de- 
clined to hold out a single word of 
promise or encouragement. 


It is now beginning to be realized 


in ministerial circles here that the 
French government, aware of the in- 
tention of Spain ultimately to dispose 
of whatever can be saved from the 
Philippine wreck to the highest cash 
bidder, would rather see the whole 
archipelago annexed outright by the 
"United States than have it remain a 
hone of contention, with the likelihood 
of its being some day transferred to 
Germany. . 


Such, at least, is the present situa- 


tion, subject, of course, to modifica- 
tions when the American demands are 
actually known in detail. 


As far as can be ascertained no in- 


terchange of views has taken place 
here between the cabinets of Madrid, 
and Berlin with a view to referring the 
Philippine question to an international 
conference, so that any threats of be- 
ing able to achieve such a diplomatic 
victory may be regarded as pure bluff.

NEW TRAITS FOR OLD FAVORITE 


Our Fondness for Certain Old Classics 


Hypocritical. 


Much of our veneration for 
the 


classics is a sham, due, in a measure, 
to our sheep-like 
unwillingness to 


think for ourselves. Follow my leader 
is the game most of us play when \ve 
are called upon to declare our pref- 
erences. 
We put "Tom Jones," 
for 


example, into our lists of the "hun- 
dred best books"—lists, for the most 
part, as fatuous as they are absurd— 
hut if we. were honest with ourselves, 
as I suppose we should be if the choice 
were actual, very few of us would pack 
"Tom Jones" in the chest we express 
to the mythical desolate island. There 
is no doubt that "Tom Jones" is a 
greai novel, one of the greatest in ou- 
language, and 
perhaps 
one of 
the 


greatest in modern literature of any 
ccuntry. It has form and substance; 
it is admirably planned and beauti- 
fully written; it abounds in humor 
and in irony and in knowledge of hu- 
man nature; it is peopled by a com- 
pany of living men and women, each 
of them firm ou his or her feet; it 
reveals to us a most manly character, 
the character of Henry Fielding him- 
self—sturdy, honest and sincere, clear- 
eyed and plain-spoken. The book is 
eternal in its verity, and, therefore, in 
its interest; but it has the remote 
morality of the eighteenth century, and 
the hardness of tone of that unlovely 
era; it belongs to an earlier stage in 
the development of fiction; it demands 
for its full enjoyment a certain meas- 
ure of -culture in its readers; 
and, 


therefore, it is becoming, year by year, 
more and more a novel for the few, 
and less and less a novel for the 
many. As with "Tom Jones" so with 
"Don Quixote"—a greater book, mak- 
ing a wider appeal, and not bounded 
by the horizon 
of a single century. 


The carelessness with which Cervantes 
put his story together, the fortuitous 
adventures and the incongruous meet- 
ings—these things are of little con- 
sequence; for, as George Sand aptly 
put it, "the best books are not those 
with the fewest' faults, but those with 
the greatest merits."

KNIT A EATH TOWEL. 


A Csernl Article Which Any Girl Can 


Easily Make. 


A knitted bath towel is an uncom- 


mon sort of work to be engaged upou, 
and a little girl who recently made one 
thought it would make a useful holi- 
day gift. 
As a child can easily learu 


the stitch it can readily he seen that 
the work would not he in a.ny way 
difficult.- For a large towel, says the 
Boston Herald, four "balls of No. G un- 
bleached cotton will be needed. 
The 


small size of white bone needles should 
be used. Cast on 13S stitches. 
From 


beginning to the end Unit plain the 
first three ar.d last three 
of 
every 


needle, so as to make a selvedge. Knit 
the ends in any way that may be fan- 
cied. For instance, seven rows of plain 
knitting and seven rows of holes. 
To 


make the holes, knit two stitches to- 
gether and put the thread over; then 
two together, and put the thread over 
across the needle, and in returning 
knit every stitch, the thread over the 
needle counting as a stitch. Then knit 
another plain space 
of seven rows, 


with three rows of holes, then a plain 
space of three rows and then begin 
the towel center. After the three sel- 
vedge stitches knit 
two 
plain, two 


seam, two plain, two seam, across the 
needle, ending with the selvedge, and 
knit back in precisely the same order. 
The next time (whi'^h is the third) re- 
verse the order, knitting two seam, two 
plain, two seam two plain, across the 
needle, knitting back in the same or- 
der. The whole center of the towel is 
a repetition cf these four times?. 
The 


little squares 
of 
twos make raised 


spots, which will remain if the toweis 
are wrung lightly when washed. They 
should never be ironed. Make the end 
correspond with the first, and finish 
with a heavy fringe of cotton. Do not 
knit much at a time, as the towel be- 
comes somewhat heavy before it 
is 


done, but it is pretty work and most 
satisfactory.

A London newspaper sn.ys: "The first 


pocket o£ hops has arrived in the bor- 
ough and, according to the recipients, 
a large firm well known in the trade, 
Sir Reginald Guinness' optimistic ref- 
erences to the hop harvest are totally 
mistaken, the prospect being gloomy 
for brewers and beer drinkers—teeto- 
talers do not count with this firm. The 
rock ahead is the greatest scarcity of 
hops ever known. Last year.this coun- 
try raised 412,000 hundredweight; this 
year it is expected to produce 350,00'i 
hundredweight. 
Our brewers, yeast- 


makers and manufacturers of. teetotal 
beverages use about SOO.OUQ hundred- 
weight a year; they will therefore have 
to look to foreigners for 450,000 hun- 
dred weight. 
But the foreigner lias 


never sent us more than 2SO.OOO hun- 
dredweight, and, owing to the blight in 
northern France, Belgium.Holland and 
north Germany, is not likely to repeat 
tha: record this year. 
Perhaps 75,000 


hundredweight of old 
hops may be 


raked up. but the deficiency will still 
be very great.
